MEDIA PILARIS (Pillar Yew). Long, narrow, medium- 
dark needles. Narrow growing habit. Short, upward 
sloping branches. 


MEDIA PILARIS GRANDIFOLIA (Bigleaf Yew). 
Exactly similar in shape and growth as Pilaris, but 
the needles are enormous, almost as large as Scia- 
dopitys. The effect is rich and unusual. 


MEDIA PYRAMIDALIS (Pyramid Yew). A _ fast 
growing yew with vertical branches and striking black- 
green needles. Truly a _ rich, showy, full-bushed 
column. 


MEDIA .PYRAMIDALIS ROBUSTA (Obelisk Yew). 
Similar to Pyramidalis, but heavier branched. The 
needles are large and more glossy. 


MEDIA STRICTA (Narrowbush Yew). The needles are 
short and thin, giving a compact effect which the 
almost vertical branches and dwarf, narrow shape 

augments. 


MEDIA STRICTA VERIDIS' (Grassgreen Yew). 
Similar in every way to stricta, except the needles, 
which are larger and gay, bright green, both Winter 
and Summer.
